‘A'BIG DECLINE 


Ottawa, September 16.—Although 
the grand total of Canadian trade for 
the five months of the fiscal year, 
which ended on August 31st, shows 
an increase of $202,329,835.00, as com- 
pared with the same period in .1919, 
the value of Canadian merchandise 
exported declined by over twenty 
millions. The grand total of Cana- 
dian trade for the flye month period 


of the present year was $1,063,353,170, |. 
while in 1919 it was $8,061,023.35. The 


total value of Canadian exports during 
the five months this year was $454,- 
390,487, and during the same five 
months in 1919 it amounted to $474,- 
448,689, being a decrease for this 
year of $20,058,202. 

While exports are below those of 
last year, the figures issued from the 
customs department show a great in- 
crease in the value of goods import- 
ed into Canada, as compared with a 
year ago. During the five months 
ending with the 31st day of August 
this year, the total value of goods im- 
ported into Canada was $597,890,603, 
while last year, for the same period, 
it only amounted to $366,254,398. This 
is an increase of $231,636,305 this 
year. Duty collected on imports this

It would indeed be difficult to find 
a@ prettier spot than Fort William, 
Quebee. The place looks like an inland 
seaside, for here there is a beach 
miles in length, and sandy as a sea 
strand. The crystal waters of the 
Ottawa river gently lave the goiden 
fringes of their bed. In summertime 
children play in the sand and dig 
holes just as they do.at St. Andrews- 
pby-the-Sea. Age and youth walk to- 
gether by many flowery paths. The 
bathing beach is safe, shallow at the 
shore, but you can go out into any 
depth you wish, for the Otgiwa has 
a deep heart. 

The river is dotted with islands. 
Motor boats, rowing boats and can- 
oes ply its waters. Sometimes you 
may see a barge tugging a floating 
mass of.logs to some distant mill. 
"The Hotel Pontiac, owned by the 
genial Chris. McCool, is the soul of 
Fort William. The hotel stands 
beneath towering pines; in front is 
the. golden strand, then the river, and 
beyond the river the gentle Pete- 
wawa hills, which‘ often resound to 
the firing of the big guns used by 
the soldiers tralniug in the open 
country. Thero is,a most distinct 
echo in this district. If you laugh or 
talk .in a loud voice the hills will 
surely laugh and talk back to you. 

From the Hotel Pontiac shady 
walks radiate in many directions. 
It is a nice walk from the hotel to 
the Beaver Dam. In the fruit season 
you may gather thousands of blue- 
berries and wild raspberries on the 
way. : 

“Slow sinks, more lovely ere nis race 
is run, 

Along Fort William hills the setting 
sun.” 

Thus Lord Byron, who wrote an 
{mmortal poem on the sunset in 
Greece, might have written about a 
Fort William sunset had he seen one, 
Tho sunset at Fort William is beau- 


Thcse who look on it never forget 
the scene. Sol goes down beyond 
the Petewawa hills in a robe of deep 
crimson, lighting up the -waters of 
the Ottawa with its hue. The beams 
dart their silver among the islands. 
The landscape is all solemn. At that 
time it seems as if Nature, in wor- 
ship of her Creator, is taking a great 
heavenly Host into her breast. Many 
watch the sunsets at. Foyt William 
from the log seats on the beach. 
Many los tbat escape from the lum- 
bermen find a resting place at the 
river side and make comfortable na- 
tural seats for the fourists, 

Fort William, Quehes, fs a roman- 
tic spot. It is the ideal place for 
those who are newly wed, or for 
those who are wooing. Everything 
here is peaceful and beautiful—the 
logs on the beach may have been 
castethere by nature so as to afford 


‘seats on which lovers muy rest while 


telling ‘their tales. Squirrels and 
chipmonks in hundreds in the woods 
play on the trees above your head. 
and the voices of the birds are sel- 
dom silent. 

Fort William, too, is a place en- 
deared by sweet memories. Thous- 
ands of soldiens who trod its paths 
bathed on its beach and danced in 
the dance hall at the Hotel Pontiac 
now sleep in foreign fields. 

There are frequent steamer excur- 
sions from Pembroke to Des Joa- 
chims and return.

* PARTY POLITICS 


Canadian Finance is not a political 
journal, but its comments on_ public 
affairs are generally well worthy of 
attention. In a recent editorial it 
discusses the present trend of Cana- 
dian politics, and says: 


“Party politics and party govern- 
ments have been receiving a_ full 
measure of denunciation for some 
time past. The party system has not 
escaped the prevailing desire to 
criticise anything and_ everything. 
But when an impartial analysis of 
the majority of the objec‘ions hurled 
at party politics is made it is evident 


that it is not always the system 
which is attacked. In many instanc- 
es it is abuse of the party system 


which draws the fire of those who be- 
lieve they ‘are attacking the system 
itself. Every system, political or 
otherwise, is subjected to abuse, but 
this failing, which is common to all 
institutions controlled by man. is not 
sufficient in itself to condemn the par- 
ty system in‘politics. There must be 
something more. 

“The alternative to the straight 
two-party political system would ap- 
pear to be group or coalition govern. 
ment. There is more in fYroup gov- 
ernment than meets the eye. Taking 
the Ontario Legislature as an_ ex- 
ample, we,find four groups grappling 
with provincial problems—Liberal, 
Conservative, Farmer and Labor. The 
Farmer group is beyond question a 
hody of men representing a certain 
class of electors—the farmer. No 
matter how good their intentions may 
be, and despite the desires they have 
to be broad-minded, the plain fact re- 
mains, they are farmers, they repre- 
sent farmers, and they are commit- 
ted’ to the furtherance of the inter: 
ests of the farming community. They 
are men, and being men, are instinc- 
tively made to observe the fact that 
self-preservation is the first law of 
nature. The Labor group is similar 
to the Farmer group in every respect 
—it is straight class representation. 
If the group government idea is de- 
veloped, we may soon see Labor, Far- 
mer, Manufacturer, Returned Soldier 
and Middle Class groups in our legis- 
lature. This presupposes a form of 
class warfare and we know from past 
history that class warfare is danger- 
ous, pernicious and destructive. 

There is one feature of the old 
system of party politics which all 
fair-minded men will admit to be a 
good one. The supporters of the 
party are drawn from all classes in 
the community. Farmers, wage- 
earners, employers, middle class men 
and every other class are represented 
in the old party system. The party 
draws these men together and holds 
them together. The class or group 
government idea tends to create a 
sharp division line between them. 
Which is preferable?”

BRITAIN PROFITS THOUGH 
WAR MATERIALS 


Lord Inverforth, formerly Surveyor 
General of Supplies in the British War 
Office, by world-wide purchases of raw 
materials on behalf of the govern- 
ment, was able to turn into the Brit- 
ish treasury on March 1 last $25,000,- 
000, representing profits on all tran- 
sactions since 1914, according to his 
yeport recently made to the Ministry

THE CONFUSION REGARDING 
: THE PLEBISCITE 


(Edmonton Journal) 


The question of whether the pres- 
ent prohibitory law in Alberta shall 
stand, or shall be changed, or shall 
even be repealed and the license sys- 
tem re-established does not enter into 
the issue, and will not be affected one 
way or the other, however the plebis- 
cite may result.—Edmonton Bulletin. 


On the face of things this appears 
to be quite correct. At the plebiscite 
we are to be asked simply to vote 
whether we wish to prevent liquor 
shipments from other provinces’ to 
continue or not. But at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature Premier Stew- 
art, made the statement that if the 
“yes” vote at the plebiscite were 
“overwhelming,” he would consider 
that he had a mandate to introduce 
“bone dry prohibition.” This is 
what he said in the legislature on 
March 25th last in reply to a query by 
Col. Spencer of Medicine Hat. 


If an overwhelming majority is in 
favor of the prohibition of importa- 
tion, I assume that the people are for 
‘bone dry prohibition.’ 


Will you make a statement to that 
effect? asked Mr. Hoadley of Oko- 
toks. 


I am making the stafement now, re- 
torted the premier, and I am prepared 
to go on the platform and say it. I 
do not want to be classed with intol- 
erant persons. I believe in giving the 
other man the right to say what he 
wants. And I say to those who want 
liquor for beverage purposes, g0 and 
vote in that plebiscite ‘for the impor- 
tation of liquor if you want it; if you 
do not want it, vote against it. I 
don't propose to be stampeded by any- 
one, and I will take my full share of 
responsibility. 

Immediately after the premier had 
made this statement, The Jaurnal 
asked that he should state definitely 
what he meant by “bone dry.” This 
he did on April 3rd, when he used 
this language in the house. 


I take it that ‘bone dry’ doesn’t 
mean that the doctor can write pre- 
scriptions for liquor as‘medicine or 
anything else. So the doctors will 
be relieved of that, if they will assist 
other citizens in voting on the plebis- 
cite. 


Even this was not as clear as was 
desirable, considering the importance 
of the question, but if it has any 
meaning it is that doctors will, in 
case there is an overwhelming “yes” 
vote next month, be prohibited by the 
legislature from prescribing liquor for 
any purpose whatsoever. That, at 
least, was the general interpretation 
given the premier’s second statement 
and its correctness was not challenged 
by him. 

The introduction of such “bone 
ry” prohibition would certainly be a

| CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


Lecture by Mr. w. W. Porter 
of New York 


The lecture, given at the Red Deer 
armouries on Monday evening by Mr. 
W. W. Porter, C.S.B., of New York 
City, member. of the Board of Lecture- 
ship of the Mother Church, the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, 
Massachusetts, was well attended, 
there being some two hundred present. 

At the close of the lecture, Rev. W. 
G. Brown rose and asked if the lec- 
turer would reply to some questions. 
Mr. Porter said it was not their rule 
to reply to questions in these lectur- 
es: he had performed his function: 
any Intelligent Christian Scientist in 
Red Deer would answer Mr. Brown's 
questions. Mr. Brown considered the 
lecturer “a poor sport” in refusing to 
answer. Quite a number of other citi- 
zens were present with Bibles to ask 
questions, had opportunity, been offer- 
ed. The Christian Science lecturers 
are under strict orders not to enter 
into controversy in these lectures, 
following the same rfle as ministers 
and churches observe in their Sunday 
services, 

Mrs. W. Cook, of the local church, 
introduced the lecturer. His subject, 
she said, was claiming the attention 
of hosts of intelligent men and women 
throughout the civilized world. Mary 
Baker Eddy has defined this science 
as the law of God, the law of Good, 
‘universal law of good, demonstrated 
of the divine principle and rule of the 
universal law of good—demonstrated 
in many acts of healing from disease 
and sin, and dispelling discord— 
whether manifested in a diseased body, 
in an unhealthy business, in a domes- 
tic difference, or in any other form of 
evil.

SHEARER HORSE- = * 
STEALING CHARGE 


Owen Discharged, Carlo: 
and Harry Committed 


The Shearer horse-stealing charges 
were continued before Col. McLeod, 
police magistrate, at Red Deer court 
house on Thursday evening. 

Owen Shenrer was next placed on, 
trial charged with that, on or about! 
the 24th day of August, 1920, at near’ 
Sylvan Lake, well knowing Carlos and 
Harry Shearer to have stolen’ four 
head of horses the property of E. E. 
Smith, of Gadsby, did unlawfully as- 
sist in the theft of same. | 

Mr. Smith, of Gadsby, testified to 
missing among others four head of 
horses two of which he subsequently 
saw in the police stable at Red Deer 
and identified as his property, also the 
accused telling him that he would find 
these horses for him at the time the 
matter was reported to the police; also , 
to ‘the accused stating that he had | 
found his four horses outside his bro- 
thers’ pasture at Sylvan Lake = and, 
offering to buy same., This conversa- 
tion took place half an hour before the 
accused was arrested by Corpl. Ma- 
honey near Stettler. - 

Inspector Fisher testified as to state- 
ment made by the accused after his 
arrest that Carlos and Harry stole the 
Smith horses, that he knew the police 
wero looking for the horses and that 
he had instructed Bill Mason of Gadsby 
to call up Carlos on the phone and tell 
him to have the horses coralled, that 
he and his brother Ira had driven over 
from Gadsby to Sylvan Lake during - 
the night and that he had taken the 
four horses out of his brothers’ pasture 
and turned loose as he’ did not want 
Carlos and Harry to get in trouble and 
wished to get the horses out of the 
way before the police got hold of them.- 

After consideration the magistrate 
dismissed the charge against the ac- 
cused stating that the evidence was 
not strong enough to prove conclusive- 
ly that the accused knew that _ his 
brothers Ira and Carlos actually stole 
the horses in question. Carlos and 
Harry Shearer were charged with 
unlawfully stealing four head of horses, 
the property of E. E. Smith, of Gadsby, 
on or about August 1, 1920, at near 
Gadsby. . 

Mr. Smith identified two bay geld- 
ings branded O on right ribs lost by 
him as in the possession of the police 
at Red Deer. 

W. McTaggart, Gadsby, swore that 
in the first week of August he had. 
noticed a bunch of heavy horses near 
the Content bridge being driven into 
the bush by two men who struck him 
as not wanting to be seen. He went 
over to the horses and took note of 
their brands and their general appear- 
ance: several of the brands had been 
worked. He identified two horses held 
by the police at Red Deer and identi- 
fied by Smith as his, as two of the 
horses he had seen at the Content 
bridge, and he swore positively to the 
prisoners as the men he had seen driv- 
ing the horses. On his return through 
Stettler to Gadsby from his fishing 
trip, he had notified Corp]. Mahoney 
of the suspicious circumstances, but 
he did not then know the names of the 
men nor where they lived. 

Claude Shearer testifled that about 
the beginning of August last both the 
accused Carlos and Harry arrived at 
his place near Sylvan Lake with four 
head of horses two of which he identi- 
fied as being the animals at present in 
possession of the police at Red Deer. 

The accused were committed for 
trial. ° 

Claude Shearer was bound over to 
appear and give evidence at the trials 
of his brothers, and Ira, Carlos and 
Harry were released on bail of $6,000 
each, $3,000 themselves and $3,000 in- 
suries.

By organizing ac- 
tion so that no. one just goes his own 
way, the best and cheapest service of 
the world becomes for everyone “his 
own way.” 

One cannot make a nice home with- 
If they are 
allowed to keep their back lanes fil- 
thy, and their front grounds dirty, my 
home will look wretched.

ALBERTA FARMER GETS A PRICE 
OF OVER $2.77 BUSH. 


Calgary, September 12.—The first 
car of this season’s Alberta wheat, 
which was consigned to Willard Cum- 
ming & Company, of this city, from 
Coaldale, and sold to the Western 
Canada Flour Mills, netted the farmer 
$4,429.98, less one per cent. commls- 
sion charges. The car contained 
1,702.10 bushels and the price at 
which it was sold was $2.77 3-4. It 
is believed on the Calgary grain ex- 
change that this is a record figure fur 
a carload of wheat. 
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WHO PAYS FOR ADVERTISING?

Then who pays for the advertising? 
The non-advertiser pays for the ad- 
vertising competitor. All the business 
he loses to his advertising competitor 
is part of the price he pays. The non- 
adyertiser, and the poor-advertiser, 
each in poportion, pay for the ads. of 
the good advertiser.
